Re New York teletype to the Director and SAC, Los Angeles, dated 
September 5, 1951 suggesting that motion picture columnist HEBDAHBOPPER be 
interviewed concerning her alleged knowledge of a Communist Party membership 
card for the above-captioned subject; and Butel to Los Angeles dated September 
8, 1951 authorizing an interview with Kiss HOPPER. 


On September 29, 1951 an agent interviewed Kiss HEDDA HOPPER who 
edits a syndicated motion picture column at her residence, 1708 Tropical 
Avenue, Beverly Hills, California, for any information which she might 
possess concerning the Communist Party membership or activities of JOHN 
GARFIELD. 


Miss B2SPPER advised that she had no evidence of Communist Party 
membership on the part of GARFIELD, nor has she ever seen any original or 
photostatic copy of a Communist Party card for GARFIELD. She explained 
that she would be willing to cooperate in all respects with this Bureau 
in this matter and declared that she would retain the subject of this inter- 
view in a strictly confidential manner. 




Miss HOPPER mentioned that she had received some information some 
time ago from HAZESp^OOKS, who is Mrs. CEDRIGfSlBEQNS, relative to GARFIELD'S 
comments concerning 1 Communism and his expressions of Communist sympathy while 
GARFIELD was working on the motion picture production, "Body and Soul", Miss 
HOPPER explained that this production had been made by R. B^ROBERTS at the 
Enterprise Studios in Hollywood injL947 and that ROBER^^SSEN had been the 
director of the picture and ABF^PlSLANSKY had done the screen play. During 
the course of th'is production, Mrs. GIBBON S had been employed by the EGBERTS 
group and worked' closely with the entire company. She had occasion to hear 
"a great many comments made by GARFIELD and other members of the company 
which to her were of political significance, particularly with regard to 
the sympathies of this group for Communism. 


Kiss H2PPER stated she is certain that Mrs. GIBBONS will be happy 
■to cooperate with this Bureau by furnishing any information which she might 
have concerning GARFIELD and the other individuals who worked on "Body and 
Soul" to this office, and that Mrs. GIBEONS will keep any comments strictly 
confidential. Miss HOPPER stated she would approachJKrs. GIBBONS and 
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LA 100-22503 

suggest that she get in touch with this office in the near future in order 
that she right he interviewed concerning GAEFEELL . 


I!iss EGPPER mentioned that she had been acquainted with GAREEELD 
since he firot cane to Hollywood in about 193? to appear in a picture with 
the LAKE sisters which was produced at Earner Brothers during that year. 

She did not recall the name of the picture but stated GARFIELD at that time 
achieved fame by his screen impersonation of OSCAR LEVANT. 

She stated she has felt from his actions and associations that he 
has long been a follower of the Communist Party line but she has never received 
any information identifying him as actually being a member of the Communist 
Party. She explained that GARFIELD has in the past expressed some contempt 
for Hollywood and the motion picture industry because he prefers to act on 
the legitimate stage and spends most of his time in New York; however, she 
stated he regularly accepts motion picture roles because of the abundant 
salary which is afforded him. 

i 

Kids HGPPER mentioned that GARFIELD, in her opinion, entertains 
d rathe i sadistic approach to life and stated that she heard some years ago 
that GARFIELD, following the unfortunate death of his small son, took' the 
child's toys to the basement of his residence where he proceeded to demolish 
them by shooting revolver bullets at each toy. 

. Hiss HOPPER feels that GARFIELD is the type of person who advocates 

betterment of the condition of the working people but who does not desire to 
contribute anything himself to remedy suffering but desires to live in 
abundance. Several years ago when GARFIELD became well established in Holly- 
wood, he rented a residence for $L, 500 per month and, lived extravagantly. ' 
although he is apparently not in sympathy with the capitalistic form of . 
government of the United States under which he is able to enjoy such abundance. 

Miss HOPPER stated she has not been in New York for some time and 
has not heard anything from any party relative to any of ' his activities. She 
«elt, however, . that GARFIELD had not told the truth in his testimony before 
the House Committee oil Un-American Activities and expressed the hope that the 
committee would endeavor to take action against him for the perjurous testimony 


KDPfEE further advised that she would readily communicate any

Once or twice they had 
written me letters to become a member of .that organization 
and I turned them down. I was never connected in any way with

"Mr. TAVMNER. Back in 19^0 — in fact, on April 1, 19U0 
— while the nonaggression pact between .Russia and Germany 
was in effect, I believe you were the honored guest at a meet- 
ing here in Washington at which you delivered an address at- 
tacking the intensive war drives then in progress and urging 
your listeners to read Dalton Trumbo's antiwar novel, Johnny 
Got His Gun. 

•"Mr. GARFIELD. That is absolutely untrue. I was never 
, in Washington in 19U0 and I never made such a speech. As I 
explained to you I went overseas at that time, -when the 
Communists considered the war an imperialistic war. It doesn't 
make sense. 

"Mr. TAVMNER. You deny making such a speech? 

"Mr. GARFIELD. Definitely and absolutely. ..... .o'”
